New Westminster, Aug. S.— The great- 
est boat race ever witnessed on the Eraser 
river was rowed, to-day, between Henry 
Peterson, of Ban Francisco, and Alex. Mc- 
Lean, of this city. Excursions were run 
from nil parts, and fully 12,000 people saw 
the race. Betting was in favor of Peterson 
all the time, and his backers had by far the 
most money; Westminster people, however, 
bet heavily on their mun, and an immense 
amount was staked, nearly all at even 
money. 

Both men were in perfect condition, but 
McLean not being accustomed to fine train- 
ing rather overdid it, and did not show up 
in bis usual form. The race was three 
miles with turn, in ou trigged skiffs, '20 feel 
over all, for a purse of $2,650. 

J. S. Clute acted as referee, starter and 
Hole judge of the race. Peterson won the 
inside course and gained the advantage of 
comparatively still water, while McLean 
was in a stiff current all the way to the 
turn. Both men got off well together, Mc- 
Lean getting slightly the better of the start. 
Peterson was not long in shoving the nose 
of his boat to the front, and in the first 
eighth of a mile had won u lead of three 
lengths. At the half-mile he had increased 
it to six lengths, and at the mile to eight. 
Beginning with a 41 stroke, He gradually 
tapered down to a HO, McLean pulling 
rather faster, but not gaining. After reach, 
ing the mile stake, McLean shoved his boat 
ahead, and lessened tho gap. Peterson 
responded by opening out, and from here 
to the turning buoy, the race was 
simply magnificent, and the pace tremen- 
dous. The Frisco mun turned the stake in 
11 minutes .'10 seconds, and McLean ,'!() 
seconds later. The latter now pulled for 
all he was n orth, and gradually closed up 
tho pap to six and then four lengths. But 
Peterson had the race well in hand, and at 
the end of 2j miles slackened down and 
took matters coolly to the finish, winning 
easily by [four lengths, in 20 minutes and 
28 seconds. He was heartily cheered by the 
crowd, and bore the honors thrust on him 
modestly. The time is the fastest ever 
made in or. trigged skill's, and is a record 
which will be hard to beat. Peterson leaves 
for home on Tuesday.

— Hanlan and C Connor 
have accept ed the oiler of McLean and 
partner, of New Westminster, to row a 
double-scull skiff race, on September 23rd, 
for $1,000 or §1,500 a side.

CLin-Ha-Wot Remanded for Another 
Week— The Tal)le Cloth Posi- 
tively Identified. 



Wlien Oilicer James Hunter wont to 
North Saanich tlio otlier day to " drum-up" 
fresh evidence in the Cloak murder case, 
he had very little to work upon. It is a 
hard thing to investigate u crime alleged to 
have been committed many yeara ago, 
which, at the time, was shrouded in black 
mystery. 

Luck favored him, however, and he had 
the satisfaction of putting upon the stand, 
yesterday, one of the best witnesses — if not 
the best — the prosecution has yet secured. 
This was a man named William Hutchins, 
a farm laborer, who, some sixteen years 
ago, worked for and lived with Cloak. The 
oilicer heard tliat this man was still living 
in Saanich, and hunted him up. He proved 
to he one whose memory, even in small 
was particularly good, and when

the oilicer asked him if lie could remember 
what kind of table cloths Cloak used, at 
once replied that he would know the white 
one if lie saw it again, even if liftcen years 
had passed. 

It was a white tabic eloth that, the Indian 
woman Kannie produced, claiming that 
Chin-Ha-Mot bail taken it from Cloak's 
house on the night of his death and its de- 
struction by tire. 

The policeman, without referring to the 
cloth in the Crown's possession, asked how 
ho would be aide to identify the one he had 
geon in Cloak's house. 

"Whv," replied Mr. Hutchins, •'I'll tell 
you. You sue I can't read, nor write ; and 
when Cloak paid me oil' last he wanted ine 
to make my mark in his book as receipting 
for it. This was at the breakfast table, ami 
as I didn't quite understand him, he made 
a little cross on the corner of the table eloth 
to show me. The cloth also received a few 
ink spots at the same time." 

No cross or spots had been noticed on 
the table cloth in the court room, but when 
it was again brought out they were found 
to be thero. William Hutchins accompan- 
ied Oilicer Hunter back to Victoria, and 
when the examination of Chin Ha Mot was 
resumed in the provincial court, yesterday, 
he went on the stand and sworo positively 
to the table cloth as one owned by the late 
Isaac Cloak, and used by him at his house 
prior to the fire. 

This was the main testimony of the day, 
and after it bud been given, Stipendiary 
Magistrate .Johnson granted another remand 
of one weok. Mr. I'. .K Trying, as before, 
appeared for Chili Ha Mot ; but Mr. Lind- 
ley Crease wua no longer present, his client, 
Quot Su Mali having been dismissed. The 
police expect to add another btrong link to 
the chain by next Saturday.

How the Baron Von Riclilofteu was 
Brought Unpleasantly Near 
to Death. 

Iu a Siukhiff Canoe on an Unknown 
Sea— The Hunter's Paradise 
iu B. C 



An enthusiastic sportsman, who regards 
big game only as worthy of a man's atten- 
tion, in the Baron von Kichloften, of Urcs- 
lau, Germany, who, with his Baroness, 
spent yesterday very pleasantly, though 
quietly, in this city. 

The Baron is a man iu the prime of a 
rigorous manhood, over six feet in height, 
and perfectly proportioned. A soldier's 
career, in active serrice, and many long 
hunting tramps through little known lands, 
have given him the power of onduranco, 
had it not been for which he would not now 
be enjoying himself in the land of the liring. 
Some six months ago ho left London, where 
much of his time is spent, for a leisurely 
ramble through Canada, and a few weeks' 
hunting in Alaska, from which he returned 
on the steamer Mexico. 

After sei'ing the sights common to Alaska 
tourist», he shouldered his Winchester, iind 
made a number of side trips in search of 
deer and he;ir on Admiralty, Birauoff, 
Prince of Wales and Cake islands The 
rjanio appeared to be plentiful enough, but 
almost inaccessible, owiny to the thickness 
of the underbrush and tin number of fallen 
logs. 

On several of his hunting expeditions the 
Baroness accompanied her husband, form- 
ing one of the party composed of six men, 
live dog?, the baron and herself, taking up 
crery inch of space iu un uncomfortable In- 
dian canoe, which wis their home for three 
days, and in which they eat, slept in the 
rain, and generally endured existence. It 
was while the baroness was with him that 
the baron shot the only bear bagged during 
the trip— a big black fellow, whom it took 
fire shots to quiet. On the third, he at- 
tacked the hunter, and, believing him to be 
in danger, the baroness came promptly to 
the rescue. Her services were not required, 
howover, though her bravery lifted her fur 
above the level of ordinary womanhood in 
the eyes of the Indian guides. 

Fortunately, Baroness Von Riclilofteu 
was not a member of the party when the 
adventure, which came near robbing her of 
her husband, occurred. He had heard 
that there was good deer and bear 
shooting at, a small island, within some few 
hours paddling of the place where the main 
party were. The sinal'est cunoe obtainable 
was taken, and with the second engineer of 
the steamer and a boy who was supposed to 
know the country, a start was made for the 
hunting ground. Two deer were shot at an 
island, which bore all the characteristics of 
the one of which they bad been told, and 
the party, with their spoil, re-embarked. 
Strange to say, the landmarks, as they pro- 
ceeded, seemed far fiom familiar; and when 
fully twenty miles had been paddled the 
fear that they were lost became a certainty. 
And what meant more immediate danger, 
the canoe had sprung aleak in several places 
and was tilling rapidly, while night was 
coming on. 

They decided to make for shore, and this 
was done, the three camping on a desolate 
strip of coast until the first signs of dawn 
appeared. Then they again set out, and 
the hoy soon after volunteered the joyful 
information that he knew where they were 
now. The hopes thus raised were only 
fated to more bitter disappointment, and 
what was worse in following the directions 
of their unreliable little guide, they had 
got away from the shore. The canoe every 
moment was taking in more water, and the 
baron, who was baling, found that if he 
rested even for a moment he anil his com- 
panions' chances of going to the bottom in- 
creased far too quickly 7 to be regarded with 
complacence. Qo.-tunutely the sea was not 
rough ; had it been, nothing could have 
saved any of the three-. 

They were worn, wet and despondent, 
having been working for hours to keep 
afloat, the canoe almost full of water, and 
tilling rapidly ; when, joyful sight, the 
steamer Mexico appeared on the scene— just 
in time. The cold and tired hunters were 
taken on bond, as well as the deer, which 
had been forgotten, and therefore not 
thrown overboard, and with mutual rejoic- 
ing (be two parties re united. 

The entire results of the Alaska hunting 
trip were two red deer and one black bear 
— everything that had been seen to shoot 
at. Baron Von Riclilofteu thinks British 
Columbia is the hunters' paradise, and pre- 
sents more attractions than any other quar- 
ter of the globe. He starts to-morrow for 
the interior, to look for Cariboo, big deer 
and bear. He expects to return to America 
for the World's Fair, and will then bring a 
party of his friends to this province for a 
little big game shooting. The Baroness 
remains here a few days, and then goes to 
Banff, where she will await her husband's 
return from the mountains. 

The Baron on his next visit will be armed 
with a hunting rille of his own invention. 
It is on ordinary repeater, with a light 
military bayonet, which is expected to 
prove more useful than knife or revolver in 
dealing with a grizzly at close quarters. 
Baron Von Kichloften served with distinc- 
tion in the Kaiser's Grenadiers, from I860 
to 1K70, but «uys he : " I was never so close 
to death, and an ignoble death, too, as in 
that leaking canoe, on those desolate 
Alaskan waters.

AN EVIL AVERTED. 

Many found fault with the Park Commit- 
tee when they refused to allow soldiers of 
the Salvation Army, temperance lecturers 
and other speakers, whose intentions were 
good, to hold forth in Beacon Hill Park on 
.Sunday afternoons. These people believed 
that, us tho Park belong to the public, 
those whose object it was to do the public 
good should be allowed the opp'ortunity of 
doing so within its bounds on any day of 
the week, and particularly on Sunday. It 
-seemed to them a shameful inconsistency 
that the bund should be allowed to play in 
the Park on the Lord's Day and that teach- 
ers of religion and lecturers on temperance 
should not be allowed to address the peeple 
there. When it was found that the Park 
Committoe were firm in their determination 
not to allow preaching or public speaking of 
auy kind on the ground, the complaints of 
sonic good and well-meaning people were 
many and bitter. The result, however, is 
that persons of all classes, tastes and creeds, 
can sit and walk in the Park without being 
disturbed, worried and annoyed. It con- 
tinues to be what a public park should be, 
a place of rest and recreutiou for the in- 
habitants of the city. 

What it might have been and what it 
probably would in-time become, if speakers 
of any kind wero allowed to harangue the 
visitors, is well described in the Toronto 
Mail in an article on the Park Question. 
Persons who thought they hud a mission to 
teach the people and to disseminate what 
they believed to be the truth, wore per- 
mitted by the civic authorities to preach 
and dispute in the Queen's Park of that 
city, and this is the result : 

" Their (workingmen and their families) 
enjoyment, however, lias been sadly marred 
of late by the invasion of the ' park 
speakers,' as u result of whose coming the 
park has been transformed on Sunday from 
a, haven of rest and repose into a scene of 
jangling and wrangling, and at times even 
of disorder and riot. These enthusiastic 
orators came gradually, and we are willing 
to admit that they came with gooii intent 
.•iccording to their lights. But their advent 
! hr.s proved disastrous to tho peace and 

■ quietness of the people's resting place, 
especially since the new Parliament build- 
ings narrowed its limits. This sum- 
mer the preachers have been crowded 
into the comparatively small spare 
now left, with the result that it was impos- 
sible to keep without the range of their 
strident declamation, They have shouted 
atheism, agnosticism, rationalism, abuse of 
fioua&u Catholicism, temperance, the Gospel 
— doctrines and isms of ail sorts until liabel 
seemed to have come again ; and occasional 
fisticuff encounters have been thrown in to 
.-idd to the general turmoil. As a special 
contribution to the confusion, some of the 
speakers have sought habitually to arouse 
sectarian passions and prejudices, and have 

■ persisted in violent and disgraceful abuse of 
a Church whose adherents have as much 
right to peaceable enjoyment of tho park as 
any other citizens. No ouu could expect to 
see Roman Catholics remain out of the 
park for this reason ; no one could expert 
.to see them remain in it, with insults dinned 
Into their cars, without remonstrance and 
without feeling that their rights were being 
outraged. This is but an imperfect picture id' 
some of the results of free speech in the 

• Queen's park." 

Victorians have reason to congratulate 
themselves that they have by the firmness 
and foresight of the city authorities been 
spared the pain of seeing their lovely park 
.turned into such a pandemonium as is de- 
scribed in the passage we have quotod. 
'That such would have been the result had 
speakers been allowed to address those who 
frequent the Reacon Hill Park on Sundays, 
every person capable of reasoning must see. 
If speakers of one class were permitted to 
disturb the quiet of the Park it would have 
been impossible to have denied speakers of 
other classes the same privilege. And the 
evil would have grown until those who love 
j.euco and require t est would carefully avoid 
tho ground that had been expressly set 
apart for their uso. The authorities of tho 
city of Toronto find it now exceedingly 
difficult l" cure or even lessen the evil 
which they have allowed to grow to such 
nroport ions. They have mado tho attoinpt 



and the result is described in the following 
seutences : — 

" The Council recently realized, none too 
soon, that it was time to abute what had 
become an intolerable nuisance, a disgrace 
to tho city, and an outrage upon tho quiet 
citizens who desired to uso the park in the 
proper manner. Accordingly the by-law 
was passed, and the cry has now been raised 
that it is a violation of British liberty. 
Those who are loudest in the outcry are 
thoso who have most abused tho liberty of 
free speech ; but there is, it seems, a feeling 
among others who have no sympathy with 
these disturbers of tho peace that it is un- 
wise to restrict the freedom of tho subject 
in this respect. What, then, is to be done ! 
It is difficult to see how any successful at- 
tempt can be made to discriminate between 
the preachers, or to draw any hard and last 
hue to determine just how far a park 
preacher may be allowed to go in his dia- 
tribes. There must be either free speech or 
no speech at all." 

The only cure that tho Mail can see for the 
confusion and disorder that prevail in tho 
Toronto park is tho introduction of music. 
It proposes this euro diffidently and with 
many qualifications, but it is evident that 
it believes that the only way to silence the 
ranters, the brawlers and the blasphemers is 
to provide for the people the counter-attrac- 
tion of good music. The people of Victoria 
have reason to congratulate themselves that 
they have not a similar evil to suffer and to 
grapple with, ami they see more clearly than 
ever the, truth ami t he force of the old saying 
that "an ounce of prevention is worth a 
pound of cure." 

SEA!. KILLING. 

It is a pity that tho liritish Commis- 
sioners were not in Hchring's Sea when the 
U.S. gunboat, Thesis, visited .St. Paul Island. 
They thin would have been able to form 
some estimate of the number of seals that 
are in that sea, and would have had a 
glance at the methods of the North Ameri- 
can Commercial Company. Mr. Ahny saw 
an immense herd of seals and he also saw 
that the company kept the skins of the 
seals that were killed ostensibly to provide 
the Indians with food. It might strike mi 
impartial observer that if the fur seal is 
rer.lly in danger of extern ination, killing 
seals whose skins are worth thirty-six dol- 
lars c.v'.h, is a rather expensive way of feed- 
ing the natives. Thirty-six dollars is a 
good deal of n.oucy to give for a few 
pounds of seal's llesh. The money would 
buy, even in the far North, a much greater 
weight of salt pork, which the natives would 
like quite as well. 

1 1 would be interesting to know if the 
skins of the seals, killed by the company 
for food for tho natives, aro included in the 
number which thry are allowed by the 
agreement with Great Britain to take this 
year. If they are not, it is more than 
probable that the Indians of the 
Islands of St. Paul and St. 
George will, this year, eat a very large 
quantity of seal's flesh. We know quite 
well that these seals were killed on United 
States territory, and that those who kill 
them are in a position to select theseals that 
can be knocked in the head without dimin- 
ishing next year's increase. But, at this 
distance, who is to know whether the 
slayers of the scul are careful, or who is to 
punish them if they make mistakes and kill 
the wrong kind of seals? It must he re- 
membered that it is in order to preserve 
seal life in IJehring's Sea, and to prevent 
tho valuable fur-bearing creatures from 
being exterminated, that British sealers 
have, after having gone to the expense of 
fitting out their vessels for the season's 
hunting, been driven, without a word of 
warning, from that Sea. Put if the North 
American Company on any pretence, or on 
no pretence at all, can kill all the seals they 
want, where is the sense or the justice of 
driving liritish subjects out of the sea in 
order that the seals may be allowed to in- 
crease and multiply without molestation ''. 
We have heard nothing qj^tho precautions 
that are being taken to keep tho American 
company within the stipulated limit, or to 
prevent their killing any number of seals 
on the pretext that the natives need their 
flesh for food. 

A DIFFICULT SITUATION. 

The labor disputo in Tennessee has been 
settled, but in a way that many regard as 
not by any means satisfactory. It will be 
remembered that tho striking miners took 
up arms to prevent the convicts, w hom the 
company had leased, going underground to 
do their work. Governor Ruchanun, deter- 
mined to assort the supremacy of tho law, 
ordered out tile militia to protect, the eon- 
vietH and the coal company. Happily, there 
was no collision between the troops and the 
armed minors. Negotiations were entered 
into between the authorities and the miners 
and an agreement arrivcal at. The Governor 
is to call a special session of tho Legisla- 
ture, which is to repeal the law under 
which convicts can bo leased to do the work 
of free men, and the miners, in tho mean- 
while, re not to molest the guards and con- 
victs on their return to the mines, and they 
pledge themselves " to uso all ordinary cau- 
tion and honorable means to prevent any 
interference with them. " The second ur- 
ticle of the agreement between the high 
contracting parties reads as follows : 
"Reposing confidence in our Governor 
and believing the General Assembly, w hen 
they meet in extra session, will yive us the 
necessary relief from the oppression that 
now hangs over us, we will endeavor to con- 
duct ourselves as law-abiding people, so as 
to maintain the confidence and sympathy of 
the public in the future as well as ill tho 
past. " 

It will be seen from this that the protec- 
tion of tho mining company and the convicts 
and the guards depends upon the good will 
of the miners, and not upon the uuthority 
of the law. This, thinking people look upon 
os a dangerous precedent. They consider 
that Govei nor Buchanan should not have 
made terms with the miners, that he should 
have insisted upon their obeying the law us 



it stood, and that he should have made no 
promise, direct or implied, to have the law, 
which everyone knows to be bad, repealed. 
But it should be remembered that the 
Governor averted a dangerous crisis, and 
that tho action he has taken has prevented 
bloodshed and serious disorder. To effect 
this it is contended ho was justified in 
making concessions to the miners, on whom 
he and the people generally believed u bad 
law and an iniquitous custom was indicting 
an injury very bard to be borne. Success- 
ful resistance to even a bad law may have a 
pernicious effect, but when the rigid en- 
forcement of that law would certainly bring 
serious evils on the community, what was 
the man to whom the execution of tho law 
wus entrusted to do ? The position was a 
trying one. and it would I be rash, after all, 
to say that the Governor of Tennessee did

It wrs rarely seen, ex- 
cept in the best libraries, and it wus deemed 
a high privilege to be allowed to have 
access to it. Now it can be had at so low a 
price that thero are very few who, if they 
are ut all provident, cannot add it to their 
s: ore of good books. It is a library in 
itself, and the person who tecures it at the 
price ut which the Colonist offers it, will 
have made the very best bargain he ever 
did in his life.

109" 40' VV., going N. E. by compass, 
I saw a steamboat coming astern, not tak- 
ing particular notice of her at first. Seeing 
she was steering somewhat to leeward and 
that irony steamers are now plying the wu- 
ters Brhring Sea in search of whale or 
seal, 1 was not a little surprised when, with- 
in about three miles of us, a heavy gun was 
fired from her bow — the shot making the 
water lly rather too close to our stern to 
risk a second attempt. I bi ought the 
schooner by the wind, at the sume time 
hoisted the ensign, feeling secure under the 
time-honored flag that for past centuries 
was never struck. The steamer then 
cams up alongside, and, to our sad sur- 
prise, we saw it was the " LT.S.S. revenue 
cutter Rush." I was uskvd where hound, 
and answered, sealing and hunting. A bout, 
with two officers and crew, came on board, 
and asked for my papers. I showed the 
olhcer a clearance from Vancouver, 11. C, 
to hunt and fish, etc., in the wuters of Bea- 
ring Sea. lie very politely told me 

I WAS A POACHER 
and the schooner was subject to seizure. 
After a few not very friendly words on 
either side I was ordered on board the 
cutter. On board, the captain spoke a few 
words in u very gentlemanly manner, 
telling me the agreement between Her 
Majesty's Government and the United 
States, and that arrangements had been 
made to close the sea, until 1st May, 1892. 
He said, moreover,, that he had received a 
telephone from N. E. Point that a schooner 
was seen, all day, with her boats hunting 
within the three uiile limit. I assured him 
it was not nio nor had I any desire to break 
the law. He no doubt would have taken 
my word, and ordered me out of the sea, 
but the 2nd officer, a lieutenant, interfered 
and in rather strange language for an 
olliccr to use, told the commander to mind 
what he was doing, that he had sufficient 
evidence to prove me subject to soizure; 
therefore the captain ordered to fftko the 
schooner in tow, und us night was coming 
on they towed uie in to St. Paul Island, 
about 2o miles. In the meantime the 2nd 
officer and one man were put on board the 
schooner, 

TO WATCH OUR MOVKMKKTS. 

I found out that in the morning they were 
going to make a thorough search, and if 
they found any sealskins they would be 
taken as property of the U. S. Government, 
and the schooner, with all her effects, would 
be confiscated. Tho cutter anchored at 
midnight and sent a bout for the officer, 
who, after a careful look on deck and bo- 
low, set a watch and went on board the 
cutter. 

At 0:30 a.m. on the 13th, tho first and 
second officers came on board with a search 
crew, and after u sareful examination every- 
where, even in our beiths, but finding no 
skins they endorsed tho register and gave 
me a letter to quit, und also a printed pro- 
clamation. They then told mo I was to bo 
taken to S. W. Point and be subject to ex- 
amination, — I and such portion of the crew 
.is they would deem necessary. If the 
schooner was identified she would be taken. 
However, the Hush remained at anchor 
all the forenoon, with the schooner fast 
At noon she weighed anchor and instead of 
going to S.W. point she steamed to N.E. 
point, it being sheltered from the S. E. wind 
then blowing. She anchored to within 200 
yards of shore and sent a boat on shore with 
officers and crew. Now whilst lying there 
I saw what few men 

HAVE EVES SEEN OK EVER WILL SEE. 

From the N.E. point of the Island to u 
point in a westernly direction the shore 
forms a deep curve, almost a cove. For 
about three miles there is a line sandy 
beach from 50 to 150 yards deep and reach- 
eng up to the grass above. On this beach is 
a sight worth seeing — food for a sealer to 
feast on. To attempt to give any estimate 
of the seals would be folly. Old and young, 
mule and female. Suffice It is to say, I 
have seen a field of ice on the Atlantic oil 
which was taken 240,000 young hair seals, 
and at another time I saw 25,000 taken oil" 
about six acres, but they were not one- 
eight so plentiful us the fur seals on and 
near St. Paul's Island, whilst the water 
all uround us wus actually alive with 
souls. It is i|iiite impossible to give 
anything like u correct number, for 
look where you would it mi alive 
with seals. Up the bill sides as far 
as the eye could see, was 

ONE MOVING MASS. 

There is one thing, however, that will 
affect the seals, and that is tho fearful state 
of the air, so many seals slaughtered and 
their dead bodies left to rot, has so tainted 
the air that one can scarcely breathe, i'ou 
can smell the stink for miles away from the 
island. There is no doubt the amull of the 
rotten seals does more injury to the seals 
than all tho sealers that go to Behriug's 
Sea. Even now, while 1 write, I fancy 1 
can smell it. 

At 4 p.m., the boat from the cutter came 
<m board an 1 I was told I coulil go, that no 
evidence could be brought against me, and 
I gladly bade farewell to the Rush and took 
one long, last sorrowful look at the wealth 
on St. Paul's Island, protected by nothing 
but a Yankee bluff. 

But what about tho protection the Eng- 
lish government was going to give her 
people? What about the big gun Lord 
Salisbury fired, the report of which came 
booming to B. O, und caused and encour- 
aged tin- men of Victoria und Vancouver, 
the loyal subjects of P.. C, to build ami 
equip schooners to bunt in the waters of 
Behriug's Ocean. Surely the modus vivendi 
is not going to settle the Behriug's Sea 
question as it settled tho so-called French 
shore question, for the people of the oldest 
of Oreat Britain's colonies.

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OUR OTTAWA LETTER. 



Civic Service Act to be Reformed as 
a Result of tlie Recent 
Investigation. 

Col. Howard Vincent Lectures on 
Closer Trade Relations with 
the Mother Country. 



Charlton's Sunday Observauco Bill 
Effectually Sat Upon by the 
House. 



(From our own Correspondent.) 
Ottawa, Aug. 1. — Another week bus 
passod in Parliumeut, and the end is not 
yet in sight. It has been u week of hard 
work, both in the House und the commit- 
tees. It wiis a great relief to members 
when the budget debute terminated. The 
Government, which, according to the wise- 
acres of the Grit press, is " tottering to its 
fall, had a substantial majority of '20 on 
the first square party rote which has taken 
plfice sincu Mr. Abbott assume 1 the reins 
of office. The loud talking which the Re- 
formers hare been doing has gone for 
naught, and the country may rest assured 
that the administration lias a sufficiently 
strong backing behind it to withstand all 
their onslaughts. That tbo (irits Trill stop 
at nothing, for the purpose of obtaining 
power, is evident from two or three little 
matters which have come to light within 
the past two or three days. Air. Savard, 
the burly member for Cliicoutimi and 
Sauguenay, is, by instinct, a Conservative. 
He was, however, elected as an Independ- 
ent, his opponent being Sir Adolph Caron. 
On overy occasion in which Mr. Savard was 
present in the House, with ono exception, 
when a division lias taken place, he has 
Toted against the Government. On the 
trade issue, however, ho is a cordial sup- 
porter of the policy of the present admin- 
istration. And the Grits, knowing this, 
in order to reduce the Government ma- 
jority, Made overtures to Mr. Kavard, and 
induced him to accept the balance of his 
sessional indemnity, and to leave Ottawa. 
Thereby the Government is deprived 
of his vote on certain important 
questions, in which it is understood he does 
not see eye to eye with the Opposition. The 
administration will have to be satisfied, but 
presumably it will not "totter," neither 
will "chaos " reign supreme, even if Mr. 
Savard be away. An incident of the week, 
however, one which shews tbo reform 
party in as bad a light as any political party 
can be, is the direct offer of a monetary con- 
sideration to ono of the Conservative mem- 
bers, provided he would ca3t in his lot with 
the reform party. The gentleman referred 
to is Dr. Leger, the youthful member for 
Kent, N.B. Dr. Leger is not a wealthy 
man, and $1,000 spot c:isb would by no 
means be despised by him. He indignantly 
spurned the offer made to him, and the 
members of the Conservative party applaud 
Ilia course. Some of your readers may be 
inclined to doubt the statement that a poli- 
tical organization could stoop so low, or 
manifest their greed for office so conspic- 
uously, by adopting a policy of mis 
kind, hut there is the best evidence for 
making the assertion that the bribe was 
offered, and the country will he able to 
appreciate at their proper value the men 
who seek to subvert the Government in 
tuch a foul manner. 

So far as Government business is concern- 
ed good progress has been made, particular- 
ly during the past three days. The 
Senato has resumed its daily sessions and in 
order to give the gentlemen of the Red 
Chamber something to do, the Lower 
House has completely ignored supply and 
devoted itself to Government bills. The 
result will be that next week tho Senate 
Will have plenty to do, while the Commons 
can turn its attention to the esti- 
mates. 

The different committees have been sit- 
ting from day to day, the Privileges and 
Elections committee being the chief point 
of attraction, except when the Public 
Accounts Committee hold a session, and 
then the session is divided. The evidence 
in the latter committee only goes to sh»>w 
that tho Civil Service Act in its present 
shape is unworkable, it is contended, and 
■with a good deal of force, that permanent 
clerks, expert at their books, are far more 
competent to discharge ollice duties than 
temporary clerks and aa a number of perm- 
ancnts are in receipt of very email salaries 
it is thought only fair that the "third- 
<jlass" men, if they are qualified to do the 
work, should be allowed to do so, although 
on the permanent staff. The Government 
will not likely initiate any more measures 
this session, but as an outcome of the com- 
mittee investigations amendments to the 
Civil Service Act may be expected next 
session. 

Howard Vincent's visit. 
Premier Robson made his first public ap- 
pearance this week on the occasion of the 
uddress delivered by Colonel Howard Vin- 
cent on the subject of closer trade relations 
with the mother country. The interest 
which has been awakened in Ontario in the 
subject of preferential trade arrangements 
between Great Britain and her colonics dur- 
ing tho past few weeks is surprising. It is 
considered that tho time is most opportune 
for decisive uction to he taken in this direc- 
tion but it is hardly likely that the Govern- 
ment will be committed to the principle 
without strong pressure from the represent- 
atives of the people in Parliament. It is 
almost too late in the session for Parliament - 
ary action, although this phase of the 
trade question was referred to more or 
less in the debate on the Budget 
speech. There is a strong feeling 
in tho House that the Government might 
add a clause to the Customs Act somewhat 
on the lineB of the statutory offer to the 
United States, but with this notable differ- 
ence that it should provide for mutually 
preferential duties by any portion or por- 
tions of tbo British Empire with Canada 
against the rest of tbo world. The advo- 
cates of this policy are very active in the 
Mother Country just now, as the treaties 
with Franco and Germany, which at present 
prevent anything like reciprocal^ trade rela- 
tions between the colonies and England, are 
just on tho point of expiration. I under- 
stand that Colonel Vincent will make the 
round-the-world tour, so that your readers 
in Victoria will have an opportunity of see- 
ing something of him, and I would suggest 
that the occasion be utilized, say by your 
Board of Trade, to procure an address from 
him on the subject which he has so much at 
heart. 

TJIK HAUI1AT11 OBSERVANCE DILL. 
John Charlton managed to get his Sab- 
hath Observance Bill referred to a special 
committee, and after several days sessions it 
hatched out n measure which it thought the 
House would accept. The bill wus but the 
skeleton of its former self, and applied 
solely to tho cases of publication of news- 
papers and work on tho rail ways mid canals. 
Eyon alter it bad been shorn of its termor 



sweeping provisions, it met with little favor 
in the Home, leading lawyers on both sides, 
Sir John Thompson and Mr. Mills among 
them, contending that the bill would be an 
interference with Provincial rights of legis- 
lation, and a limitation rather than an ex- 
tension of tho provisions of existing 
Provincial laws. Tho measure has got 
its quietus by the peculiar process of 
the committeo of the whole risiuL' and re- 
porting progress, which means no progress 
at all. For two or three years Mr. Charl- 
ton, as the guardian of public morality bad 
endeavered to secure the passage of his bill, 
but it bad been so effectually sat upon this 
year that it will hardly likely be heard of 
again. 

THE HERCHMER CHARGES. 
Sir John Thompson laid on the table of 
the House a day or two ago, a voluminous 
report from Mr. Fred White, comptroller 
of the North-West mounted police, on the 
charges made last session by Mr. F. X. 
Davin against Commissioner Herchmer. 
Mr. White commends Colonel Herchemer 
as an zealous and energetic officer with a 
constant determination to do all in his 
power to maintain and increase the efficiency 
of the force. His unpopularity, which the 
report Buys cannot be denied, is due almost 
exclusively to his hasty temper, his lack c-f 
tact and his harshness in dealing wrth 
offences. At Fort Macleod, Mr. V r ', 
editor of the Gazette, refused to bring 
witness before Mr. White because Uil- 
evidenco was not taken under oath. At 
Calgary, Superintendent Meflree said he 
had received unmerited ecus- e, but would 
make no complaint. At Regina no com- 
plaints were made against tiie Commissioner 
by either officers or men. At Banff, Mana- 
ger Matthews, of the Banff Hotel, said that 
the Commissioner's peremptory and arbi- 
trary harsh conduct to the officers of the 
force in the diningroom of the hotel during 
the Governor-General's visit placed the 
men iu a humiliating position. The comp- 
troller, however, reports that there is no 
evidence of any anfuir discrimina- 
tion having been exercised against 
the French-Canadian officers of the forco in 
the way of passing them over, or giving 
them inferior duties in connection with the 
Governor-General's trip. Mr. White states 
that Colonel Herchmer is too much given to 
saying more than is necessary in passing 
judgment or calling attention to shortcom- 
ings, but, on the whole, he is to be com- 
mended for the management of the police. 
THE ELECTION LAW. 

l?y the amendment to the Election Act, 
to which the royal assent was given, yes- 
terday, it is declared that minor offenses 
committed without the knowledge of the 
candidate shall not render him liable to be 
unseated. This is n provisiou eminently 
fair and just. There is no party politics in- 
volved in it, as it applies to the candidates 
of one party just as strongly as to the can- 
didates of another. There is a long string 
of election petitions to be tried, and two 
months hence will see the Ontario judges 
hard at work on them. The change which 
has just been embodied in the Act will, it 
is thought, likely relieve a considerable 
numbei of members from the ordeal of 
facing their constituents at bye-elections.

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FATHER JOHN, OF RUSSIA 



The Greatest Man In That Country 
Next to the Czar. 



He In Regarded by the People ni n True 
Physician of tlie Gospel and Ile- 
Ueved to Ponsess Wonderful 
Healing Powers. 

Two jubilee celebrations hnve re- 
cently attracted attention in Russia — 
one the centennial anniversary of the 
Storming and capture of the Turkish 
fortress of Ismail on the Danube under 
Souvaroff, and the other the thirty-fifth 
anniversary of the entry into the ortho- 
dox ministry of Father John Sergcyeff, 
one of the most remarkable and popu- 
lar men In the Russian empire. It needs 
no comments, says the London Times, 
to explain the patriotic outpourings of 
the Russians over the historic sicfje and 
savage reduction of Ismail, but of the 
celebration in honor of Father John of 
Cronstadt. there is much to relate that 
is strange and interesting. 

Father Ivan, or John, of Cronstadt, 
known and revered in every nook and 
corner of Russia, has hitherto been al- 
most entirely unknown to English 
readers; but a circumstance just re- 
ported by the British chaplain at Cron- 
stadt seems to indicate that the Chris- 
tian iniluepec of this remarkable priest 
of the Russian church lias at last found 
its way even into the United Kingdom. 
A short time ago a letter readied the 
British clergyman at Cronstadt ad- 
dressed in English to the parish priest 
of that port. It came from a corre- 
spondent in county Kerry, Ireland, and 
earnestly begged for the prayers of 
Father John on behalf of the writer, 
who appeared to be in great distress of 
mind and body. 

This is a curious proof of the in- 
fluence and reputation of this wonder- 
ful man, who, in the midst of his Rus- 
sian surroundings, seems to approach 
as nearly as anyone perhaps could ap- 
proach in these days to the first apos- 
tles. He is, indeed, a true physician of 
the Gospel. His extraordinary healing 
powers, and the spiritual and bodily 
cures effected by the faithful accept- 
ance of bis earnest consolations, are at- 
tested on all sides by many sorts and 
conditions of men. To those who be- 
lieve in Father John— and their name 
is legion — the age of miracles is not yet 
over. Crowds press round him when- 
ever he leaves his humble abode, and 
are happy if they can only touch the 
hem of his modest garb. Father John's 
life is one of uninterrupted and self- 
sacrificing charity and Christian minis- 
tration among the poor, the sick and 
needy, not however refusing his pres- 
ence and prayers to the well to do and 
rich, who send for him when all other 
help fails, and never in vain, from all 
parts of the country. lie lias no vast 
business organization of charity and no 
corybantic Christianity like "Gen." 
Booth, and no religious politics like 
Archbishop Nicanor, of Odessa. Al- 
though enormous sums of money have 
passed through his hands to the Rus- 
sian poor in all directions, lie is still a 
poor man. living in the humblest pos- 
sible way. Steamboats and trains in 
which he journeys to and fro on his 
truly Christian work are besieged with 
such crowds that the police have to 
protect him from their pressure. 

The report of his appearance in any 
house in St. Petersburg — and the news 
spreads like wildfire— firings throngs of 
poor people running madly from all the 
surrounding streets to get within the 
range of his healing presence, to re- 
ceive his blessing, or to implore his 
attendance at the sick bed of relatives 
or friends. 

Ire advocates no impracticable Chris- 
tian theories like Tolstoi; his life is one 
entirely of good works, and his in- 
fluence for good among the Russian 
masses, who have not yet reached the 
state of cynical unbelief of the lower 
orders in other countries, is greater, 
perhaps, than any other Russian under 
the czar. 

The festival in his honor at Cron- 
stadt, an island most difficult and in- 
convenient of access in winter, was at- 
tended by great crowds of people, rich 
and poor, who made their way across 
the ice of the gulf to the isolated port, 
from St. Petersburg and other places. 
Thirty priests officiated at the church 
service on the occasion, and deputations 
from various benevolent and other so- 
cieties, including even the beggars, pre- 
sented the reverend father with gifts of 
silver-bound bibles and holy pictures. 
Tin 1 most touching sight of all was the 
gift of a small bunch of flowers by a 
poor sickly woman with a child in her 
arms. An eyewitness states that the 
crowd and Father John were moved to 
tears. At a banquet in the evening, at 
which the governor and admiral of the 
port presided, paupers, mendicants ami 
moujicks sat cheek by jowl with ladies, 
officials and naval officers, to drink to 
the health and long life of Father John

An Automatic Cashier. 
An ingenious system of registration 
is said to have been applied for the pur- 
pose "f making telephone pay stations 
automatic. The principle adopted is 
the familiar nickcl-in-the-slot. Any 
person wishing to use tin- telephone 
drops in a coin of tiny denomination 
from a nickel to a dollar, and the ma- 
chine immediately indicates to the cen- 
tral office the value of the coin deposited, 
so that the operator there is able to tell 
the exact time for which payment has 
been made, and to control the circuit 
accordingly. This communication with 
the operator at the exchange is eil'eeted 
by the closure of a local circuit, when 
the coin is introduced, which rings sin 
alarm hell. The wave sounds created 
by the hell act upon the transmitter, 
and are thus passed through the line to 
the central office. To guard against 
tampering and to insure the fact that 
the coin litis passed sufficiently far to 
be beyond the possibility of recovery by 
dishonest persons, a spring trough is 
supported at the bottom of the instru- 
ment SO that the bell can only be rung 1 
by the closure of tho circuit after the 
coin has passed through the chute. The 
central otliee operator thus knows that 
the money has been paid and that the

A BY-LAW 

Granting the Right and Privilege of Erect- 
ing, Constructing, Maintaining, and 
Operating a District Telegraph System 
in the City of Victoria, Province of 
British Columbia, to the Undermen- 
tioned Persons and their Assigns. 

Be it Enacted by the Mayor and Council of 
the Corporation o( the City of Victoria as fol- 
lows :— 

1. That Benjamin Springer, James Van Bra- 
mer, and Jonathan Miller, of Vancouver, Pro- 
vince of Hritish Columbia, and J. Sinclair 
Hlackett, of Victoria, Provlnooof British Co- 
lunibla. and their assigns (hereinafter called 
tho Grantees) he and they aro hereby granted 
for the period of Fifty Years the right and 
privilege of erecting, constructing, and main- 
taining and operating, and using In, along, and 
over, and under any and all the 3treets of tho 
City of Victoria, wh it is known as the District 
Tolegraph System. 

2. The said Grantees shall havo the right to, 
and shall erect the poles and stretch the wires 
of their said Telegraph System so as not to in- 
terfere but as little as possible with the free 
and unobstructed use of tho streets for travel, 
and shall erect tho poles of their telegraphs at 
such points in the streets, and place tho wires 
of their telegraph at such points nnd at such 
heights as shall be designated by tho Street 
Committee of tho said City. Tho said poles 
shall be dressed and painted in a neat and 
satisfactory manner, and shall not bo less than 
thirty (30) fuet in height, and properly propor- 
tioned throughout, subject to the direction und 
control of the Street Committee of the said 
Corporation. 

3. That whenever it shall become necessary 
for the erection or repair of BUch Telegraph 
System by digging into or in any manner inter 
I'cring with any public streot or any part there- 
of, the grantees and their assigns shall have 
the right so jo do, and shall without delay put 
tho streets in as good condition as it was be- 
fore it was so broken up, dug, or disturbed, 
and shall remove from the streot all surplus 
sand, earth, rubbish, or other material caused 
the reby. and in doing such work shall do the 
sumo to tho complete satisfaction of tho City 
Surveyor. 

I. That whenever any iter-' n or persons, 
Company or Corporation, shall have obtained 
permission of the Corporation to remove any 
building, struccuro or edifice through any 
street or streets of the said City of Victoria 
with which t he lines or wires ct the Grantees 
shall in any manner interfere, the said Grant- 
ees or their assigns shall, upon twenty-four 
hours' notice from such person or persons, 
Company or Corporation. rni?o or remove the 
said lines or wires so as to allow free and 
unobstructed passage of any such building, 
structure, or edifice, and if tho said Grantees 
shall neglect or refuse upon such notice to 
raise or remove such line or lines, I ho said 
line or lines shall bo removed or raised by the 
city Surveyor, at the expense of the said 
grantees, so as to admit of tho free passage of 
such building, or other edilicc or structure. 

5. That whenever It shall bo necessary in 
grading any streot or alley of the said city, or 
in building any sidewalk, or making any other 
improvement thereon, to romovo any pole or 
poles belonging to tho said grantees, or on 
which any lino or lines, wire or wires, belong- 
ing to the said grantees, shall be stretched or 
fastened, tho said grantees shall, upon receiving 
twenty four hours' notice from the contractor, 
or other person having charge of such grading 
or other improvement, remove such polo or 
poles, und if tho said grantees, upon such 
notice, refuse or neglect to move such polo or 
poles, then such polo or poles shall be removed 
by the City Surveyor, ut the expense of tho 
said grantees.

A RICH LITTLE ISLE. 

An Isolated Spot in the Pacific 0«eau Er- 
nccied to Prove n Bonanza for 
Its Owner. 

San Francisco, Aug. 7.— Few are aware 
that away off in the Pacific ocean is an 
island on which Hies the Stars and Stripes, 
and which is absolutely owned by an 
American ; yet such is the case. The little 
spot which is marked on the charts as no 
larger than the point of a pin, is in lati- 
tude 24 decrees, north, longitude 51 de- 
grees, east, and is known as M&rcuse 
Island. 

Capt. A. Rosehill, a citizen of the United 
Slates, is the possessor of this not very ex- 
tensive domain, which is only three miles 
long by almost two miles wide, and at its 
highest point is not more than 60 feet above 
the waters of the vast ocean that surrounds 
it. At tho present time the little island 
cannot boast of an inhabitant, but in a short 
time several doz' n souls will take up their 
residence on it. 

The island is covered from end to end 
with a vast deposit of guano of unknown 
depth, and Capt. Rosehill, who is now in 
this city, is making preparations to work 
the deposit. Samples of the guano show it 
to be of the highest commercial value, 
and it is expected to prove u bonanza to 
the owner. 

Capt. Rosehill is in possession of letters 
from Hon. James (J. Blaine, confirming him 
in the possession of the far-off spot. 

BARK ALICIA SCUTTLED. 

Tho Steward und Crew Charge the Cnptuln 
With the Dtcd. 

San Francisco, Aug. 7. — Stew ard H. M. 
Moulton, of the bark Alicia, which was 
stranded on Apia harbor, Samoa, last Feb- 
ruary, arrived on the Alicia yesterday. To 
a Chronicle reporter ho made grave charges 
against John C. Broadhurat, captain and 
part owner of the Alicia. Moulton says 
that when the Alicia left Newcastle she was 
leaking slightly, and put into Apia. She 
was surveyed aud. pronounced seaworthy. 
Her cargo wus partly destroyed, and she 
was surveyed again, this time being con- 
demned. That night she was blown ashore 
by a gale while the captain and the crew 
were ashore. The Alicia w:is then sold to 
a wrecking linn. Moulton charges that 
after the first survey the captain sculled 
the ship in order to get the insurance, The 
Alicia was insured in the Union Insurance 
company for §9,000, but owing to these 
charges the company refused lo pay, and 
suit was brought lure today to compel the 
payment of insurance. Tho attorney of the 
insurance company says that he has an 
affidavit sworn to befor e the liritish coosul al 
Apia by several of the Alicia's crew, which 
corroborates Moulton's charges. Captain 
Broadhurat, who is in the city, denies tho 
charges. 



PARAGRAPHS. 



Second Lieutenant Phillip J. Hodges, of 
H. M.S. Ringdove, jumped overboard from 
the steamship Alameda, on July 14, shortly 
after leaving Sydney. Hodges had been 
suspended from duty for one year on ac- 
count of breach of discipline, and was on 
his way to England. 

The captain and crew of the hark Com- 
padre, hout'd from Calcutta to Tahlechuno, 
which was burned at sea in March, have 
beeu brought to Auckland by a sealing ves- 
sel from the Falkland Islands, afier spend- 
ing 103 days on the islands. They suffered 
greatly from lack of food. One of the cast- 
aways was lost in the brush. 

The British consul at Foo Chow, China, 
telegraphs to the Foreign office that the re- 
port of riols being imminent is not Hue, 
lie says Europeans are adequately protected 
by Chinese officials as well us by the pre- 
sence of foreign gunboats.
